So when 
the edge of Canaan was reached, 
and the forty years of wilderness 
.-wandering were ended, God made 
Moses go up into Mount Nebo, ana 
view Canaan from afar; and then 
dte'ia the mount, and be buried 
in a grave which no man know- 
eth. 
Jtfoses 
obeyed, and went 
out 


••with a triumphant song on his 
lips, his mind filled with thoughts 
of his people and of Jehovah. His 
farewell was a blessing upon the 
people which proved that "his eye 
•was not dim, nor his natural force 
abated."

Bead Sea immediately below, the 
lush, green valley of the 
Jor- 


dan stretching northward from It. 
looses Never Saw Jerusalem. 
Two points mentioned by none 


of the commentaries that I have 
read, struck me as I once meditat- 
ed where Mases mused. 
JeTuJa* 
lem is out of sight from Nebo. 
The city that was to be the cen- 
ter of the life of the people whom 
Moses had led out of Egyptian 
bondage is not in the :range of 
vision from that point. The Mount 
of Olives intervenes. 
Moses saw 


the hills of Bethlehem and Ju- 
dea; and<even far Ilermon to the 
north; but he never looked upon 
Mount Zion. 
But he did see the Mount of 
Olives, the Mountain of Gethsema- 
ne. Jn his own supreme hour of 
renunciation on a mountain, ne 
could look upon the little moun- 
tain -where a Greater One under- 
went His agon" of reunuciation, 
crying "Not My will, but Thine, 
be done." Did Moses at that hour 
see, far off Christ's day; and fel- 
lowship with Him in spirit?

Whittler's familiar poem catches 


the spirit of Moses on Nebo. In 
his body, the great leader did not 
enter the Promised Land; but by 
faith he shared all the triumphs 
of the people he had trained. He 
•was halted at Nebo; they marcn- 
ed on to the conquest of Canaan. 
They carried on in the power he 
had imparted; their acheivements 
Vere hia success. In a sublime 
faith, he had invested his life in 
the life of Israel. 
So he, being 


dead, still lives. 
Most men have to achieve after 


the Moses fashion. Few ever do a 
completed work. 
Each 
life 
Is 
linked, with the H/-.S that follow 
after; and it must depend upon 
them to carry on. Thus God ties 
all of us up in the whole bundle 
of life, demonstrating the inextric- 
ableness of the part and the unity 
of the whole. Human progress i* 
on the feet of the many who 
never may have got

nearer than Nebo to their Prom- 
ised Land. 
Moses was fortunate not to have 


outlived his natural powers. Last 
night I read the latest book of a 
famous English writer, who in 
his day had the ear of the world, 
but whose power is gone. Were it 
not for his 
reputation, nobody 


would buy this present pathetic vol- 
ume of bungled tales. 
Mercifully, 
Moses was , relievr" of his com- 
mand before his voice became a 
tremulous quaver, his commands 
a series of querulous complain- 
ings and his wisdom a recital of 
,e-labrtle shr cmf shr shrdltmshr 
tiresome reminiscences. 
It was 
still a flashing eye that looked 
across the Dead Sea to Canaan; 
and a ring voice that was uplifted 
in a farewell psalm. 
The Link That Counts. 
To analyze the character and 


career of Moses would take vol- 
umes. First of all, he was a child 
of Providence. 
Saved in infancy, 


trained in manhood, prepared by 
perils, labor and solitude, he was 
Divinely disciplined for the su- 
"preme task to which he was call- 
ed. 
God's hand was on his life. 


Almost from the first, his pow- 
ers were devoted to ends outside 
of himself. This is the supreme 
test of greatness of soul. The man 
who lives for hlmseJf gradually 
atrophies his finest capacities. But 
vicariousness insures vitality and 
victory. 
All the saviours of men, 


and all the servants of humanity, 
have lost themselves in devotion 
to unselfish ends. 


Supremely, the life of Moses,was 


linked to that of God. He was 
above all else a servant of Jeho- 
vah. His unique honor is that he 
became 
the 
mouthpiece of 
the 


Highest; and so the law-giver of 
civilization. He was an able man 
only because he was an enabled 
man,

With her when she passed away 
were all of her living children, 
three sons and two 
daughters, 
and other near relatives. 
Her 
eldest son, John 
Nance, 
hurried *ome from Washington, 
where" he had gone to 'complete 
plant for his participation In the 
Democratic 
presidential. 
cam- 
oalen. when her critical condition, 
became kn&vvn. 
Funeral services were set ten- 
tatively for tomorrow. 
The body 
will be nlaced In the family vault 
in the Detroit cemetery along side 
that of her husband, John Nance 
Sr,, and two of her children, a 
son and a daughter. Her husband 
died In 1919. The pioneer moth- 
er of 
the 
Texas 
congressman 


passed away just a few hours 
after he had received & telegram 
from his running mate, Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New 
York, the presidential nominee 
In which he expressed hope tha' 
Mr. Garner's mother "may be 
spared to you for many years." 
Mr. Garner «nd other member* 


of 
hi* 
family, 
however, 
had 
known for several days there wat 
no hope for his mothers recovery. 


Bho recognized htm once after 


he had arrived 
home, after 
a 
hurried trip 
from 
Washington. 


On Sunday, a short time after his 
arrival, he stepped Into her feed- 
room and, 
itooping ever her, 
asked: 
< 


"Do you know m«, ma?" 
"Yes," was the faint reply of 
recognition. 


After that she dozed off into 
a stupor from which she did not 
arouse sufficient!^ again to know 
those about her. 
Native Texan. 
Mrs. Sarah Jane Garner, moth- 
er of John Nance Garner, prom- 
inent in national politics many 
years, spent her whole life close 
to the northeast section of Tex- 
as In which she was born. 
Her birth occurred in a rough- 
hewn loir cabin in Red River 
county, May 20, 1851, after her 
Pioneer Barents had settled on 
the prairie lands of that area. 
Her father was Mark Guest, 
who came with hji fathqr from 
Tennessee 
In 1821, traveling up 


the Red River by steamboat. They 
lived for a time at a 
little 


village on the river bank. 
Young Guest married a pioneer 
girl by the name of Dlckson, 
whose 
family, 
had 
settled 
at 


Clarksvllle. They established their 
home at what was known as 
Blossom Prairie. 


There on a farm, Mrs. Garner 
grew to womanhood and, like her 
mother, married a frontiersman, 
John Garner, Sr. The couple made 
their home In a log cabin near 
the present town of Blossom. 
•Speaker Garner Born There. 
It was In'3fcsis cabin that their 


distinguished son, John Nance, 
was 
born. 
Six other children 


were born to the couple, two of 
whom have died. 
The four others living are, Jes- 
se I* Garner, Jolly Garner, Mrs. 
John R. Wright and Mrs. Maud 
Blair, all of whom live in De- 
troit, Texas, where their mother 
has made her home the past 
40 years. 
In addition to rearing her own 


children, Mrs. Garner brought up 
five orphan children of her kins- 
people. 
Perhaps the greatest joy in 
Mrs. Garner's declining years was 
to watch her eldest son't steady 
rise to prominence in national 
affairs, 
when he became speak- 


er of the house of representatives 
she said she was not surprised 
and' that she had expected no 
less. 
His nomination for vice- 


president further carried out her 
expectations. 
She proudly stated 


she woulci live to see him elected

Bureau To Be Opened 


TYLER, 
Sept. 22.—(/P)—Ernest 


O. Thompson, 
member, of the 
state railroad 
commission, came 


to Tyler today to oversee the open- 
ing of the oil investigation bureau 
which is being established by the 
comimssion to curb illegal oil pro- 
duction or violation or proration 
rders. 


Officers for the bureau were ob- 


tained today. 
The bureau proba- 


bly will be ready for operation by 
tomorrow under the direction of 
Homer Pierson, veteran employe 
of the commission. 


Thompson said experienced and 


trusted employes of the commis- 
sion would he assigned to the bu- 
reau, 
working day 
and 
night 


shifts at loading racks, pipelines 
and refineries to check oil produc- 
tion. 


There will be an auditor and a 


small office force. Legal advice 
will be furnished by the attorney 
generals 
department, which has 


assigned a man to advise the bu- 
reau when required. 


Thompson said the bureau was 


prepared to take drastic action is' 
the way of closing overproducing 
wells, if it was impossible to ha! I 
Irregularities in any other way. 


The bureau will operate entire- 


ly separate from the railroad com- 
mission's forces, as constituted in 
the past. There will be about 50 
men in the investigating section.
